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This application was previously handled by an Examiner no longer with the 
Patent and Trademark Office. The application is directed to various subcombinations 
that are patentably distinct. It appears that the current claims are directed to the feature 
of a malleable tubing, therefore no further breakdown is required with respect to the 
other subcombinations that are not claimed. 

A note to the applicant, claim 45 depends from cancelled claim .44. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: claims 37-39,41-43,45-54 are currently pending. 
Claim 37 is directed to a one piece, malleable hollow shaft as shown in figures 3,9 & 10. 
Claim 43 is directed to a shaft comprising a plurality of uniform shaft segments as 
shown in figures 1 and 7c. Claim 46 is directed to a shaft constructed of pellets 
disposed within an outer tubing which is not shown in any figures. Claim 51 is directed 
to a shaft comprising a series of ball/socket segments and an outer tubing. This 
embodiment is not shown in the figures. . 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.
